DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The applicant fails to disclose what M, N and A are 
or may be. Are they metals, carbons, halogens, etc? Clarification is requires. 

Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: How does the 
coolant react with the metal device? Is it contained within or coated on the device. The 
relationship is not clear and further clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Evaluations of level of ordinary skill in the art requires consideration of factors 
such as various prior art approaches employed, types of problems encountered in the 
art, rapidity with which innovations are made, sophistication of technology involved, 
educational background of those actively working in the field, commercial success, 
failure of others, and the inventor's educational level. 

The "person having ordinary skill" in this art has the capability of understanding 
the scientific and engineering principles applicable to the claimed invention. The 
references of record in this case reasonably reflect this level of skill. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Uekusa et al. (US 5387360 A). 

Uekusa discloses an engine antifreeze coolant composition comprising a major 
amount of glycols as the main constituent, which contains at least one conventional 
corrosion inhibitor except silicates, and about 0.005 to about 0.5% by weight of citric 
acid and/or salts thereof as an essential constituent (abstract). The reference teaches 
that examples of the glycol used in the present invention include ethylene glycol, 
propylene glycol, 1,3-butylene glycol, etc., examples of the corrosion inhibitor suitable 
for use in the antifreeze coolant composition according to the invention include 
phosphates, amine salts, borates, nitrates, nitrites, molybdates, tungstates, benzoates, 
triazoles, thiazoles, fatty acid salts, and mixtures thereof, while the typical examples of 
the corrosion inhibitor include conventional inhibitors are orthophosphoric acid, octanoic 
acid, sebacic acid, para-tert. -butyl benzoate, sodium benzoate, mercaptobenzothiazole 
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sodium salt, benzotriazole, tolyltriazole, sodium nitrate, sodium nitrite, and potassium 
hydroxide, (col. 2, lines 25-50). 

The reference is anticipatory. 

In view of the forgoing, the above claims have failed to be patently 
distinguishable over prior art. 

The remaining references listed on form(s) 892 and/or 1449 have been reviewed 
by the examiner and are considered to be cumulative to or less material than the prior 
art references relied upon in the rejection above.
